A Manila landlord In trying to rent I 
his house said it was located In the 
aristo crats district of San Miguel. He 
was stirring up a hornet’s nest, but 
didn’t know it. 
There are people in 
Manila who object to San Miguel be­ 
ing termed the district of the 
400. 
Until this time few people ever knew, 
and a majority cared less, that Ma­ 
nila could boast a really aristocratic 
section. 
Those who did were proba­ 
bly of the American colony living in 
Erm ita. 
There 
the 
cream, so 
to 
speak, of the American contingent re­ 
sides, that is the commanding general 
of the Philippines division and those 
of the big government salaries, and 
it has always imagined itself the aris­ 
tocracy of the 
city, perhaps 
more 
through a penchant it has for paying 
about 50 per cent, greater rent than 
would be required elsewhere. 
In Erm ita the houses are huddled 
together like stampeded steers in a 
round-up, but the nearness of the sea 
shore and the Luneta, Manila’s Bois 
de Boulogne, the cleanliness of the 
district and. 
incidentally, the 
high 
rents, are what attract the American 
to this select western center of the 
metropolis. 
But 
the 
landlord 
was 
quite correct hi saying in his rent ad 
that his property was located in the 
aristocratic neighborhood of San Mi­ 
guel. the literal translation of which 
is Saint Michael, for here true east­ 
ern aristocracy, what little there is 
in the capital, quietly resides. 
The landlords of Erm ita are just 
rich enough on the average to own 
expensive houses, but poor enough 
to need to rent them when Americans 
can be found that will 
pay 
double 
what they are w*orth. 
But 
In San 
Miguel the conditions are somewhat 
different. 
There 
the 
citizens 
are 
wealthy beyond the state of becoming 
landlords, regardless of the lone own­ 
er w’ho wanted to hire out and who 
was crafty enough to 
advertise 
an 
aristocratic atmosphere as a drawing 
card to the susceptible. 
Here the 
Roxases, the brewing magnates, and 
other families of great wealth live 
when not touring continental Europe, 
or globe-trotting 
in 
general. 
Their 
vast 
wealth 
quite 
counterbalances 
the high rents paid by 
the 
aristoc­ 
racy of Erm ita, and then they have 
one other claim upon the title which 
handicaps the aspiring denizens of the 
sea shore barrio. This other claim 
lies in the fact that the governor 
general has his 
home 
there—the 
W hite House of the Philippines—and 
has had since long before American 
occupation. 
But so much for Manila’s 
aristoc­ 
racy and the hombre who brought up 
the subject through a desire to rent, 
and to the 
subject of 
the 
Insular 
W hite House, which is locally known 
as the Malacanan palace, located on 
the banks of the Pasig in the heart 
of San Miguel. 
Malacanan is a na­ 
tive name and means in terse English 
the “hangout,” or rendezvous of the 
fishes, but the exalted official who re­ 
sides there is far from being a fish in 
the sense that the American term im­ 
plies. 
Why this name was given the 
place is not known, 
unless 
it 
was 
because of its proximity to the river. 
The executive mansion at Malaca­ 
nan, aRhougb popularly 
known 
as 
the palace, would hardly be dignified 
with the name in any other country, 
unless in some of the toy republics in 
the Caribbean. 
The . new command­ 
ing 
general’s 
residence 
recently 
erected in Ermita at government ex­ 
pense far excels it in exterior magni 
licence, but the 
interior 
and 
the 
grounds about the military mansion 
can hardly favorably compare with 
the domicile of the governor general. 
But the name of palace generally sig­ 
nifies a grand and imposing structure, 
fit for kings and their ilk, yet this 
cannot conscientiously 
be 
said 
of 
Malacanan. The buildings proper are 
long and low, squatty and fiat, but 
covering a vast amount of ground as 
lf to make up in area what they lack 
In height. 
All the roofs are of or­ 
dinary, unpainted galvanized iron or 
of red tile, while the walls are either 
of adobe stone or native bird woods, 
the place thus giving, with Its well­ 
kept lawns, 
shrubbery 
and 
drives 
more the appearance of a shooting 
lodge or some sporting prince than 
anything alae to whlc^ it can be com­ 


pared. 
From without it is true that 
the building looks sadly out of place 
in the center of the beautiful grounds, 
but within it is the finest residence, 
no doubt, in the entire archipelago, 
hence, when the position of he who 
lives there is taken into considera­ 
tion, the name of palace. 
Malacanan has some little 
history. 
Until 1863 the Spanish governors gen­ 
eral had their official residence in 
a palace situated in the walled city, 
near the present rebuilt Catholic ca­ 
thedral, but In connection with this 
they had a summer residence (if a 
country house in a tropical clim ate 
can be called such) in the suburb of 
San Miguel, where 
the 
palace 
of 
Malacanan is now located. 
A 
ter­ 
rible earthquake occurred in Manila 
in 1863, which destroyed about two- 
thirds of the buildings of the city, 
among them the governor general’s 
palace and the cathedral and 
Don 
Rafael Echague, then governor gen­ 
eral of the island, had the summer 
residence properly fitted up for a per­ 
manent home. 
From that time forth 
it was the official residence of all the 
Spanish governors general, no less 
than 33 of them having resided there. 
some of whom served but six days 
in office, and among whom were such 
famous men as Weyler, Blanco and 
Augustin. 
Francisco Rizzo served a 
few days in 1898 after the capitula­ 
tion, and was the last Spanish govern­ 
or general to live there. The Spanish 
coat-of-arms still grace the arch over 
the entrance, but a big American po­ 
liceman sits daily as a guard over the 
place, reminding one of latter day 
conquests. 
Hon. William H. Taft was the first 
American official to occupy the pal­ 
ace, being succeeded by Governors 
General Luke E. W right and Henry 
Clay Ide. 
Mrs. Taft while m istress 
of Malacanan inaugurated a system 
of public receptions held monthly, and 
which are still in vogue. To these 
receptions all the prominent people 
go to pay their respects and enjoy 
the hospitality of the chief executive, 
and such personages as the duke of 
Abruzzi, the prince of 
Savoy 
and 
countless other notables of the world 
and of the orient are numbered among 
those who have 
been 
entertained 
there, it falling to the lot of Miss 
Marjorie Ide, as first lady of the land, 
to entertain the prince of Savoy be­ 
fore she had spent a fortnight in her 
new home.

"Ed Harter returned from his trip to 
Oklahoma Saturday. 


Mr. Harter visited his son, Heber, 


at Oklahoma City, 
and found 
the 


latter in the midst of business clear up 
to his ears. The real estate company 
of which Heber is the head is an active 
one that is contributing much to the 
development of the city. 


At Ada, where is located the new ce- 


ment factory that Adam L. Beck has 
been promoting, Mr. Harter found a 
progressive community that is deter- 
mined to make a town of that place. 
It was the original determination to 
locate the factory for the making of 
cement about five miles from the city, 
where the deposits of the marl used are 
the most convenient, but the citizens 
of Ada would not hear of it. They 
called a special election to vote on an 
issue of bonds that would enable them 
to enlarge their waterworks plant, and 
will furnish twenty acres of land and 
180,000 gallons of water daily. 


"An issue of the Ada Evening News 


which Mr, Harter brought to this office 


is a credit to a city much larger. It 
seems in this particular number to be 
devoted to the state Democratic con- 
vention being held there and the 'more 
water* proposition. 


"Mr. 
Harter brought back with him 


some specimens of the raw material of 
which the new company expects to 
manufacture Portland cement. It is 
of a plastic nature when* taken from 
the ground and can be moulded into 
any shape desired. After exposure of 
a few days it gets as hard as ordinary 
soapst6ne. 
The owners of the new 


company are much elated over the 
prospects. They believe that the in- 
creased demand for cement will enab le 
them to put into operation an «nor- 
mous plant; and that the practically 
inexhaustible supply of marl will justify 
developing the business to enormous 
proportions.''

This the Indians are now doing and 
they must have the first selections 
made by Sept. 28. It is then the du- 
ty of the allotting commission to im- 
mediately 
make 
surveying parties 


and check up these selections of lands. 
In the meantime the Indian agent, 
Col. Ret Millard, will be making the 
first selections for the minor Indians 
on the roll and delinquent adults. 


After all of these are checked up 


the second selection of lands will be 
made by the Indians, for which they 
are allowed an additional three months, 
and then the same checking process 
by the commission is necessary. Then 
immediately the 
third selection of 


lands will be made by the Indianr. 
Thus the selection of lands, in itself, 
will cover over a- year's time. Follow- 
ing this is the commission's duty to 
divide whatever surplus lands are left 
as evenly as possible among; the Indi- 
ans. This will give t^ ta h Osage 
Indian a total of 780 acres of land— 
three selections of 160 acres each and 
the surplus of about 300 acres each. 


The commission will soon begin the 


task of hearing contests and this wiil 


consume considerable time. The Osagu 
Indian Council has already prepared 
a liat of 2S1 names of persons on the 
tribal rolls—Omaha Indians and their 
dewudHnts— whom the Council believes 
are not entitled to allotment, and they 
make the charge that these Omahas 
got on the rolls through fraud. With 
a total of 2S1 contest cares to start 
with some idea may be secured of 
what the commission will have in this 
line before their work is completed. 
AH of the 2S1 names have been add- 
ed to the rolls since 1881, the com- 
missions having no authority to inter- 
fere with the rolls prior to that year, 
At the present time there are about 
2,000 Osages on the rolls.

Washington, Aug. 27. -The sugges- 


tion that another Indian territory be 
founded for Indian tribes or bands|now 
scattered on about sixty reservations 
all over the country has been renewed. 
The experiment of the Indian Territory 
was an utter failure, and Indian Com- 
missioner Leupp declares the lesson 
will not be forgotten. 


The Indians, themselves, in many 


cases, desire consolidation of their in- 
terests and numbers. 


"The Indian is being slowly absorbed 


into the general mass of population," 
said Commissioner Leupp. "The gov 
ernment counts about 27,<XX) of them 
as its wards. The number is increas- 
ing very slowly, about 2 per cent to 
the decennial period. But this is ac- 
complished only by the mingling of 
white ind Indian blood. The propor- 
tion of i linn blood grows smaller and 
smaller generation by generation and 
at last it will disappear by absorption.''

Until this time few people ever knew, 
snd a majority cared less, that Ma- 
nila could boast a really aristocratic 
section. Those who did were proba- 
bly of the American colony living in 
Ermita. 
There the 
cream, so to 


speak, of the American contingent re- 
sides, that Is the commanding general 
of the Philippines division and those 
of the big government salaries, and 
it has always Imagined itself the aris- 
tocracy' of the 
city, perhaps 
more 


through a penchant it baa for paying 
about 50 per cent, greater rent than 
would be required elsewhere. 


In Ermita, the houses are huddled 


together like stampeded steers in a 
round-up, but the nearness of the sea 
shore and the Luneta, Manila's Bols 
de Boulogne, the cleanliness of the 
district and, 
incidentally, the 
high 


rents, are what attract the, American 
to this select western center of the 
metropolis. 
But the landlord was 


quite correct m saying in his rent ad 
that his property was located in the 
aristocratic neighborhood of San Mi- 
guel, the literal translation of which 
is Saint Michael, for here true east- 
ern aristocracy, what little there is 
in the capital, quietly resides. 


The landlords of Ermita are Just 


rich enough on the average to own 
expensive houses, but poor enough 
to need to rent them when Americans 
can be found that will pay double 
what they are worth. 
But 
in San 


Miguel the conditions are somewhat 
different. 
There 
the citizens are 


wealthy beyond the state of becoming 
landlords, regardless of the lone own- 
er who wanted to hire out and who 
was crafty enough to advertise an 
aristocratic atmosphere as a drawing 
card to the susceptible. 
Here the 


Roxasea, the brewing magnates, and 
other families of1 great wealth live 
when not touring continental Europe, 
or globe-trotting in general. 
Their 


vast wealth 
quite 
counterbalances 


the high rents paid by the aristoc- 
racy of Ermita, and then they have 
one other claim upon the title which 
handicaps the aspiring denizens of the 
sea shore barrio. This other claim 
lies In the fact that the 
governor 


general has his 
home 
there—the 


White House of the Philippines—and 
haa had since long before American 
occupation. 


But so much for Manila's arlstoc 


racy and the hombre who brought up 
the subject through a desire to rent 
and to the 
subject of the 
Insular 


White House, which is locally known 
as the Malacanan palace, located on 
the banks of the Paslg In the heart 
of San Miguel. Malacanan is. a na 
ttve name and means in terse English 
the "hang-out," or rendezvous of the 
fishes, but the exalted official who re 
sides there Is far from being a fish in 
the sense that the American term 1m 
piles. Why this name was given the 
place la not known, unless It was 
because of its proximity to the river

Ions; and low, squatty and fiat, bu 
covering a vast amount of ground a 
if to make up in area what they lac 
m height. All the roofs are ot or- 
dinary, unpainted galvanised iron o 
of red tile, while the wallt are «lthe 
ot adobe stone or native hard woods 
the place thus giving, with its wel 
kept lawns, shrubbery and drive 
more the appearance of a shooting

rible earthquake occurred in Manila 
n 1863. which destroyed about two- 
thirds of the buildings of the city. 
among them the governor general's 
>alace and the cathedral and 
Don, 


ftsfael Echague. then governor gen- 
eral of the island, had the summer 
residence properly fitted up for a per- 
manent home. 
From that time forth 


t was the official residence of alt the 
Spanish governors general, no less 
than 33 of them having resided there, 
some of whom served but six days 
n office, and among whom were such 
'amous men as Weyler, Blanco and 
Augustln. Francisco Rlzzo served a 
few days in 1898 after the capitula- 
tion, and was the last Spanish govern- 
or general to live there. The Spanish 
coat-of-arms still grace the arch over 
the entrance, but a big American po- 
liceman sits daily as a guard over the 
place, reminding one of latter day 
conquests. 


Hon. William H. Taft was the first 


American official to occupy the pal- 
ace, being succeeded by Governors 
General Luke E. Wright and Henry 
Clay Ide. 
Mra. Taft wblle mistress 


of Malacanan inaugurated a system 
of public receptions held monthly, and 
which are still in vogue. To these 
receptions all the prominent people 
go to pay their reapects and enjoy 
the hospitality ot the chief executive, 
and such personages as the duke of 
Abruzzi, the prince ot 
Savoy and 


countless other notables of the world 
and of the orient are numbered among; 
those who have 
been entertained 


there, it falling to the lot ot Miss 
Marjorie Ide, aa first lady of the land, 
to entertain the prince of Savoy be- 
fore she had spent a fortnight in her 
new home.

to his ears. The real estate company 
of which Heber is the head is an active 
one that is contributing much to the 
development of the city. 


At Ada, where is located the new ce- 


ment factory that Adam L. Beck has 
been promoting, Mr. Harter found a 
progressive community that is deter- 
mined to make a town of that place. 
It was the original determination to 
locate the factory for the making of 
cement about five miles from the city, 
where the deposits of the marl used are 
the most convenient, but the citizens 
of Ada would not hear of it. They 
called a special election to vote on an 
issue of bonds that would enable them 
to enlarge their waterworks plant, and 
will furnish twenty acres of land and 
180,000 gallons of water daily. 


"An issue of the Ada Evening News 


which Mr, Harter brought to this office 


is a credit to a city much larger. It 
seems in this particular number to be 
devoted to the state Democratic con- 
vention being held there and the 'more 
water' proposition. 


"Mr. Harter brought back with him 


some specimens of the raw material of 
which the new company expects to 
manufacture Portland cement. It is 
of a plastic nature when* taken from 
the ground and can be moulded into 
any shape desired.

ANOTHER INDIAN TERRITORY? 


Scouts Suggestion to Recolonize the 


Scattered Tribes. 


Washington, Aug. 27. -The sugges- 


tion that another Indian territory be 
founded for Indian tribes or bands|now 
scattered on about sixty reservations 
all over the country has been renewed. 
The experiment of the Indian Territory 
was an utter failure, and Indian Com- 
missioner Leupp declares the lesson 
will not be forgotten. 


The Indians, themselves, m many 


cases, desire consolidation of their in- 
terests and numbers. 


"The Indian is being slowly absorbed 


into the general mass of population," 
said Commissioner Leupp. "The gov 
eminent counts about 27,000 of them 
as its wards. The number is increas- 
ing very slowly, about 2 per cent to 
the decennial period. But this is ac- 
complished only by the mingling of 
white ind Indian blood. The propor- 
tion of i linn blood grows smaller and 
smaller generation by generation and 
at last it will disappear by absorption.''

A Manila landlord in trying to rent 


his house said it was located in the 
aristocratic district of San Miguel. He 
was stirring up a hornet's nest, but 
didn't know It. There are people in 
Manila who object to San Miguel be- 
ing termed the district of the 400. 
Until this time few people ever knew, 
and a majority cared less, that Ma- 
nila could boast a really aristocratic 
section. Those who did were proba 
bly of the American colony living In 
Ermlta. 
There the 
cream, so to 


speak, of the American contingent re- 
sides, that is the commanding general 
of the Philippines division and those 
of the big government salaries, and 
it has always imagined itself the aris- 
tocracy ot the 
city, perhaps 
more 


through a penchant It has for paying 
about 50 per cent, greater rent than 
would be required elsewhere. 


In Ermita the houses are huddled 


together like stampeded steers in a 
round-up, but the nearness of the sea 
shore and the Luneta, Manila's Bois 
de Boulogne, the cleanliness of the 
district and, incidentally, the 
high 


rents, are what attract the American 
to this select western center of the 
metropolis. But the landlord was 
quite correct rn saying in his rent ad 
that his property was located in the 
aristocratic neighborhood of San Mi- 
guel, the literal translation of which 
is Saint Michael, for here true east- 
ern aristocracy, what little there Is 
in the capital, quietly resides. 


The landlords of Ermita are just 


rich enough on the average to own 
expensive houses, but poor enough 
to need to rent them when Americans 
can be found that will pay double 
what they are worth. 
But 
in San 


Miguel the conditions are somewhat 
different. 
There 
the citizens are 


wealthy beyond the state of becoming 
landlords, regardless of the lone own- 
er who wanted to hire out and who 
was crafty enough to advertise an 
aristocratic atmosphere as a drawing 
card to the susceptible. 
Here the 


Roxases, the brewing magnates, and 
other families of great wealth live 
when not touring continental Europe, 
or globe-trotting 
in general. 
Their 


vast wealth quite 
counterbalances 


the high rents paid by the aristoc- 
racy of Ermita, and then they have 
one other claim upon the title which 
handicaps the aspiring denizens of the 
sea shore barrio. This other claim 
lies in the fact that the governor 
general has his 
home 
there—the 


White House of the Philippines—and 
has had since long before American 
occupation. 


But so much for Manila's aristoc- 


racy and the hombre who brought up 
the subject through a desire to rent, 
and to the 
subject of the 
Insular 


White House, which is locally known 
as the Malacanan palace, located on 
the banks of the Pasig In the heart 
of San Miguel. Malacanan is. a na- 
tive name and means in terse English 
the "hang-out," or rendezvous of the 
fishes, but the exalted official who re- 
sides there is far from being a fish in 
the sense that the American term im- 
plies. Why this name was given the 
place is not known, unless it was 
because of its proximity to the river. 


The executive mansion at Malaca- 


nan, although popularly 
known 
as 


the palace, would hardly be dignified 
with the name in any other country, 
unless in some of the toy republics in 
the Caribbean. The.new command- 
ing 
general's 
residence 
recently 


erected in Ermita at government ex- 
pense far excels it in exterior magni- 
ficence, but the 
interior 
end 
the 


grounds about the military mansion 
can hardly favorably compare with 
the domicile ot the governor general. 
But the name ot palace generally sig- 
nifies a grand and imposing structure, 
flt for kings and their ilk, yet this 
cannot conscientiously be said ot 
Malacanan. The buildings proper are 
long and low, squatty and fiat, but 
covering a vast amount ot ground as 
if to make up in area what they lack 
in height. All the roofs are ot or- 
dinary, unpalnted galvanised Iron or 
of red tile, while the walif are either 
ot adobe stone or native hard woods, 
the place thus giving, with it* well- 
kept lawns, shrubbery and drive* 
more the appearance ot a shooting 
lodge or torn* snorting princ* than 
aaythia* *ls* M which, tt can b* com- 


pered. Prom without it Js true that 
the building looks sadly out of place 
in the center of the beautiful ground*, 
but within it is the finest residence, 
no doubt, in the entire archipelago, 
hence, when the position of he who 
lives the,re is taken into consider** 
tion, the name of palace. 


Malacanan baa some little* history. 


Until 1863 the Spanish governors gen- 
eral had their official residence In 
a palace situated in the walled city, 
near the present rebuilt Catholic ca- 
thedral, but in connection with thl* 
they had a summer residence (if a 
country bouse in a tropical climate 
can be called such) in the suburb ot 
San Miguel, where 
the palace ot 


Malacanan is now located. 
A ter- 


rible earthquake occurred in Manila 
in 1863. which destroyed about two* 
thirds of the buildings of the city. 
among them the governor general'* 
palace and the cathedral and 
Don. 


Rafael Echague. then governor gen* 
eral of the island, had the summer 
residence properly fitted up for a per- 
manent home. 
From that time forth, 


it was the official residence of all the 
Spanish governors general, no less 
than 33 of them having resided there, 
.some of whom served but six day* 
in office, and among whom were such 
famous men as Weyler, Blanco and 
Augustln. Francisco Rlzzo served a 
few days in 1898 after the capitula- 
tion, and was the last Spanish govern* 
or general to live there. The Spanish 
coat-of-arms still grace the area over 
the entrance, but a big American po- 
liceman sits daily as a guard over the 
place, reminding one of latter day 
conquests. 


Hon. William H. Taft was the first 


American official to occupy the pal- 
ace, being succeeded by Governor* 
General Luke E. Wright and Henry 
Clay Ide. 
Mrs. Taft while mistress 


of Malacanan inaugurated a system 
of public receptions held monthly, and, 
which are still in vogue. To these 
receptions all the prominent people 
go to pay their respects and enjoy 
the hospitality of the chief executive, 
and such personages as the duke ot 
Abruzzi, the prince of 
Savoy 
and 


countless other notables of the world 
and of the orient are numbered among; 
those who have 
been entertained 


there, it falling to the lot of Mis* 
Marjorie Ide, as first lady of the land, 
to entertain the prince of Savoy be- 
fore she had spent a fortnight in her 
new home.
